position, the man securely bound, and the electrician stands at the case 
at the left and turns on the full power of Uio deadly current. The body 
generally writhes as the death dealing current gees through, but it is so 
quick thr.t dealh is said to be painless 


It may be seen by the picture that the chair is located just under the 


old trap door where formerly sentenced men were hung.

Mexico Held 


Big Celebration 


Mexico City, Sept. 17.—The "na^ion- 


al holiday in, celebration of'the^anni- 
versary of the' independence or Mex- 
ico was observed in a most enthusias- 
tic manner in this city. Reports from 
all points throughout the country, in- 
cluding the cities of Monterey, Sal- 
tillo, San Luis Potosi. Tampico, Tor- 
rcon and hundreds of smaller towns 
nhow that not the slightest disturb- 
ance marred the celebration. Patri- 
otic speeches were on the programs 
in a majority of the towns and cities. 


Reports from Monterey say that the 


celebration of Mexico's day of inde- 
pendence was observed there by gen-' 
eral merrymaking. The governor, ac- 
companied by his staff 
and many 


prominent citizens, proceeded to the 
Juarez theater, where they listened to 
the reading of the declaration of inde- 
pendence and the singing of the aa- 
tfonal hymn. There was ^not 
the 


slightest disorder to mar tho situation 
and so peacefully were the affairs car- 
ried out that the authorities say it 
will tend to counteract any effects of 
rumors of an 
anti foreign 
feeling 


which have been rife some months 
No reports of trouble were received 
from any point in Tamaulipas, Nueva 
Leon or Coahuila. the three state* 
traversed by the lines of the merge:l 
railway systems.

everything was quiet there. A proces- 
sion of 10.000 Americans and Mexi- 
cans marched side by side from one 
end of the citv to the other.

States flags wore as conspicuous as 
the Mexican, but the Americans gen- 
erally wore Mexican colors.

ing the manner of carrying out the 
celebration in tho southwestern part 
of the republic, but in the absence of 
news tho authorities 'arc convinced 
that tranquillity prevailed, otherwise 
they would have received news of 
some kind by this time.

Budapest, Hungary, Sept. 17.—The. 


unveiling of a monument to George 
'Washington made Sunday a gala day 
in this city. From moning till night 
was great enthusiasm because a mon- 
ument of the first president of the 
United States was given a place on 
monarchical territory. 


The flag of tho United Stales and 


Hungarian colors intertwined were to 
be seen everywhere. There werq^ spe- 
cial sermons in many of the churches, 
the preachers calling attention to the 
importance of the event. In the after- 
noon thousands of persons lined the 
streets through which parsed an im- 
>o&ing parad" to t!ic city park, in 
which the monument stands. There 
were 30,000 persons in the park, 
which was surrounded b> many thou- 
sands more. Francis Kossutb, Hun- 
garian minister of commerce, and 
Count Albsrt Apronyi. mirmt?r of 
worship, represented the Independ- 
eno party at the ceremonies^ and 
were not present in their caj'icity as 
government ofiicic>!n. The attendance 
included numerous members of the 
liet. the various municipal officials, 
Mr. Chostei. United States consul 
general: 500 Hun~niian - Americans 
headed by E. T. Kohanyi of p!»vpland. 
O., nnrt delegates from patriotic so- 
cieties in all parts of Hungary. Prior 
to the unveiling choirs snns; the Hun- 
garian and then Ihe national anthem 
of the United Strips and other hymns. 


At a banquet Herr Bauzy toasted

velt, to ascertain the exact political 
situation in Cuba. Other members of 
the party were Frank G. Rockwood, 
stenographer to Secretary Tart; Hen- 
ry Newcomb, private secretary to 
Bacon; Captain F. R. McCoy, the pres-' 
idenfs military aide; F. L.' Cairns, 
surveyor of the port of Manila; Jose 
M. Maclas, a Spanish interpreter in 
the insular bureau, and two messen- 
gers. 


Mr. Cairns formerly lived in Cuba, 


his stepfather being a Cuban, and ac- 
companies Secretary Taft at his re- 
quest because of hiB familiarity with 
Cuban matters. 


Edwin V. Morgan! United States 


minister to Cuba, is on the way to his 
post at Havana. Mr. Morgan joined 
Secretary Taft and Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Bacon in this city just 
as the train left Washington. Morgan 
has been in Europe since the insur- 
rection began, but . will proceed to 
Cuba, with the Taft-Bacon party to re- 
sume his duties at once. 


The visit of Taft and Bacon to turf 


island republic with the avowed pur- 
pose of bringing about a solution of 
the trouble is recognized on all sides 
as 'an event of first importance in 
world affairs. It .is Mpected in official 
circles that their work -will be com- 
pleted within a week/and that it will 
be definitely determined in that time 
whether an amicable settlement of the 
conflict can be brought about without 
further intervention on the part of 
the United States. It is probable that 
'on the mission entrusted to Taft and 
Bacon depends the future of the new 
republic, whether it shall remain a 
sovereign state or come under the 
active protection of the United States 
for a time at least, under the provis- 
ions of the Platt amendment. 


It was announced at the navy de- 


partment that the battleships Louisi- 
ana, Virginia and New Jersey were 
ordered down the Atlantic coast on a 
"shakedown" cruise and directed to 
keep in touch with the navy depart- 
ment by- wireless telegraph. 
In the 


event of an emergency they will be 
sent to Havana. It was also stated 
that the cruisers Tacoma and Cleve- 
land sailed from Norfolk, Va., and 
that 
the cruisers Minneapolis and 


Newark will follow them. The Min- 
neapolis and Newark carry about 700 
men altogether and the Tacoma 150. 
Should all these vessels go to Havana 
the navy would be able to land a force 
of 4.000 men in Cuba by Wednesday 
or Thursday if developments should 
occur rendering such action neces 
sary. Final Instructions will oe given 
the Cleveland and other vessels when 
they reach Key West.

Paris, Sept. 17. — Lively interest is 


manifested here over President Roose 
veil's decision to send Secretary Taft 
.0 Cuba, and newspapers jump to the 
conclusion that this will sound the 
(tiell of Cuban independence. In re 
spousiblc cirrles. however, the right 
of the United States under the treaty 
with Cuba to restore order is recog- 
nized, but there is no disposition to 
mputeto the Washington governmon! 
n desire' to seize tho occasion to an- 
nex the island. Nevertheless it Is 
thought by some persons that even if 
the counsel of President Roosevelt is 
followed, and the rival factions tem- 
porarily bury the hatchet, there will 
tie an early rccurience of the insur- 
rection which will compel ultimately 
annexation.
